ROME, August 20.—Pope Pius X, 
died at An early hour this morning. 
The pope's last tlness began almost 
coincidentally with the great war in 
fSurope. Those close to him believe 
that grief over the situation brought 
on the final crisis and so overwhelmed 
him that he Was unable in his 
eightieth year to withstand still ah- 
other attack of his old enemy, gouty 
catarrh. 

ill-health had been the pontiff’s lot 
for many years, and intermittently 
the attacks have been #0 serious that 
the world has prepared several times 
to hear of his passing. During the 
summer there had been numerous de- 
nials from the vatican that his indis- 
position was serious. As late as Aug- 
ust 10 last, on the occasion of the 
wieveniin anuuiversaiy of le corer 
tion, Pope Pius granted numerous 
audiences Two days later it became 
known that he had eancelled practi- 
cally all engagements His attend- 
ants reported that he was unable to 
work, and that he sat listicas and sil- 
ent for hours, evidently brooding over 
the great clash of arms in Burope. 
His physician, Dr. Marchiafava, or- 
dered his holiness to bed on Aug, 16, 
when it was announced that the war 
afd the intense heat of Rome had 
ombi 1 to depress him 

Talked and Dreamt of War 

In bed, he continued to dream of 
the conflict and to discuss it by day. 
‘| shall not cease to implore God to 
out a stop to this inhuman jbutehery,” 
he declared His physicians had to 
deal with this mental condition as 
well ax physical suffering. Arrange- 
ments were made by which Cardinal 
Merry Del Val, the papal secretary of

business for those who issned it 
But there can be no doubt that 


the sudden withdrawing of all 
eredit to all retail customers at 
moment’s notice must aceentuate 
all the unfortunate conditions set 
out so graphically in the ecireular 
itself, If trade depends on eredit 
and eredit on ‘confidence the 
tenor of the cireular in quiestion, 
as well as its conclusion by deery 
ing confidenge must correspond 
ingly injure the very trade that it 
is intended to protect News 
papers are. frequently accused o 
unduly alarming the public 
order to sell their issues, This 
time it is not the newspaper that 
Is erying, *“Wolf!’’ Of course, 
the wholesaler must decide fo 
himself whether he shall sell on
